In Spain the crop fell short 25 
to 30 per cent, in Italy from 1 5 to 2 0 per 
cent, while China has had for export for sev­ 
eral years past scarcely more than 5 5 ,0 0 0 to 
00,()00 bales. 
“ Business in silk goods for several years 
has hardly paid more than investments in 
United States bonds. 
Depression in the silk 
trade, excejit for certain novelties of extreme­ 
ly limitetl production, has unirer^ally pre­ 
vailed. 
Silk hao adv.auced in the last two 
months from 4 O to 2 0 per cent; taking all 
sorts the average has been fully 15 per cent. 
It is destined to go higher. 
I'he demand for 
pure silk tissues has partially revived; it will 
positively continue. 
I’ure black silk goods 
will again become as popular as they were in 
the good old time when our mothers never 
considered themselves dressed 
without a 
black silk gown, the most elegant garment a 
woman can wear.”
